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Heald Abstracts 


The deed abstracts on the following pages were prepared in order to write brief biographies of 
Harmon Gregg Heald and his younger brother Thomas Tobin Heald for the Sonoma County 
Genealogical Society’s publication Portraits of Early Sonoma County Settlers. 

Fifty-two deeds and three documents relating to the settlement of Harmon’s estate were found at the 
Sonoma County Recorder’s Office in Santa Rosa, California. The period searched was from 1856 to 
1867. 

For Thomas Tobin Heald, the records were searched from 1857 to 1907, and 172 deeds were found. 
In some cases several pieces of property were recorded in one document. When the description was 
long, not all descriptors were recorded. However, the location of each deed is given in the tables 
that follow.
